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CYCLE SYSTEM SPREADS IN USSR COAL MINES 


In August , 170 mine faces in the Stalino area were converted to a cycle 
work schedule with the goal of one complete cycle each 24 hours (l), of which 
87 belonged to the Artemugol* Combine and 83 to the Stalinugol* Combine. 

Only 33-35 mine faces in the former group completed one cycle each 24 hours 
during August and, in the latter group, an average of 36 mine faces were keep- 
ing to the schedule during the first 10 days of August, 33 during the second 
10 days, and only 30 in the last 10 days. (2) 

Particular success was achieved by the first section of the Rumantsev 
Mine of the Artemugol' Combine in the completion of the 32 cycles during Au- 
gust and in the fulfillment of the plan for coal output 127.5 percent and the 
plan for labor productivity 135 percent. (l) The daily output of this section 
increased 100 tons and the miners delivered five trainloads of above-plan 
coal. (2) 

The 120-meter-long, twelfth northern face of the Sofiya Mine of the Make- 
yevugol* Trust completed 31 cycles during August. The average daily coal out- 
put rose from 194 tons, before the adoption of the cycle method, to 245 tons 
in August. The productivity of the cutting machine increased from 5,831 tons 
per month to 7>595 tons and labor productivity per worker at the mine face 
rose from 76.4 tons per month to 94.9 tons. Prior to August, 15-20 percent 
of the workers failed to fulfill their norms because of inadequate develop- 
ment work- and short supply of empty cars. During August, each of the 80 work- 
ers at the mine face at least met his quota. In fact, the average fulfillment 
for the group was 120 percent. 

The Sofiya Mine has now converted a second mine face, 190 meters long, to 
the cycle schedule. Starting 1 October, a third mine face will operate on 
this schedule. Conversion of the three mine faces will increase the coal out- 
put from the mine 30 percent. (3) 


The second northern face of Mine No 40 of the Krasnoarmeyskugol* Trust has 
been converted to the cycle schedule and is yielding an average of 224 tons of 
coal daily instead of the planned 170 tons. Thirty cycles were completed dur- 
ing August at the mine face and the monthly output was 2,078 tons above the 
plan. During August, Mine No 40 bb a whole delivered 4,300 tons of above-plan 
coal. (2) 
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The cycle schedule Is also being successfully introduced in the Chistva- 
kovantratsit Trust,, Mines No 3~bis and No 8-bis have been completely con- 
verted to this type of operation. Miners of the trust have delivered the 
last tons of coal on their 5~ye&r quotas. In September 1950, the average 
daily output was considerably higher than in the first year of the Five-Year 
Plan. Forty percent of the coal produced in mines of the Chistyakovantrat- 
sit Trust is mined by combine. At mines No 3-bis and No 8-bis, combines are 
in operation at all mine faces without exception. (4) 

Nikanor Mine of the Voroshilovgradugol • Trust, one of the largest mines 
in Voroshilovgrad Oblast, has completed the Five-Year Plan. The coal output 
has doubled as compared with the prewar period. Two-thirds of the coal now 
being produced at the mine is removed with the aid of Donbass combines. (5) 

The Moskvougol ! Combine completed the 9-month plan for coal output in the 
second snift on 2 6 September. The average daily coal output was 11. >5 percent 
higher than in the same period of 1949.(6) On 24 September, miners of Mine 
No 22, the largest mine in the Moscow Basin, began delivering coal on their

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Twenty-five Kuzbass mines are already delivering coal on their October 
quotas The Anzherskiy Mine, the oldest mine in the Kuzbass, completed the 
9-month plan for coal output on 21 September and was the first in the basin 
to do so.

(18) The Suchan- 
ugol' Trust, the outstanding trust In the basin, completed the 9-month plan 
for coal output and development work on 18 September, Mines of the trust 
are delivering 12 percent more coal daily than in 19^9 and labor productiv- 
ity is 22 percent higher „ In Mine No 2^-, there is not a single miner who 
is not fulfilling his quota at least 120 percent. (19) Miners of the Artemu- 
gol’ Trust Mine No 3-ts reported on 15 September that they had fulfilled the 
9-month plan for coal output.
